yesterday afternoon destroyed? sporting 
goods said to be worth $350,000, fust at the 
opening of the baseball season. Loss on 
the stock was total. 

The building, at 147 and 140 Wabash ave- 
nue, is practically in ruins. It was valued 
at $50,000. It was a five story structure, 
erected shortly after the great fire. 

Traffic on the Cottage Grove and Indiana 
avenue electric lines was tied up completely 
during more than two hours. Thousands of 
patrons of the lines were delayed. ~The tieup 
of the surface cars resulted in a heavy in- 
crease in the business of the South Side Me- 
vated road. There was no interruption of 
. traffic on the elevated, but the trains could 
not be seen as they plunged through the 
dense smoke until they emerged on the north 
and south, their windows filled with scared 
looking passengers. 

The care in State street were blocked for 
a time, due to a lead of hose which the fire- 
men stretched across the tracks &t Monroe 
street. This obstacle to traffic was reme- 
died quickly by the traction company’s re- 
pair gang, who placed skids over the hose, 
thereby giving the cars an opportunity to 
move without interfering with the work of 
the firemen. 
A big crowd of spectators viewed the fire 
from the platform of the elevated road at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue.

Gmoke Drives Firemen | ee 
At 4:30 0 ‘clock in the afternoon fire ifisur- 
ance patrol No. 1 and engine company No. 
82 raced to the fire in response to a still 
alarm, that came from an automatic sprink- 
ling device in the basement of the sporting 
goods establishment. Smoke was pouring 
then from every window of the building. 
Patrol No. 1 reached the fire first and As- 
sistant Driver Pewersdorf was the first man 
to break into the front door. As soon as the 
door was opened there was an explosion that 
carried Pewersdorf off his feet and threw 
him against the door. An artery of one of 
his wrists was severed and he suffered con- 
siderably from loss of blood. He was taken 
away in a police ambulance. 

Two minutes after the first two companies 
arrived an alarm was sent from the fire box 
of engine No. 82 and this wae followed 
promptly by a 2-11 and ten minutes later by 
a 4-11. A special alarm was sent out at 5 
o'clock and the streets were filled with 
smoking, coughing engines, hose wagons, 
and scores of rubber coated fire fighters, with 
Chief Horan in general charge. 

The flames were flercest in the rear of the 
basement in the north corner. Several fire- 
men advanced close to them, but were driven 
back by the smoke and heat. Lines of hose 
with: their nozzles almost on a level with 
the street deluged the basement, but could 
not prevent the flames from spreading to 
the upper floors in the rear, by means of the 
elevator shaft.

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Ann Arbor, Mich., March 24.—[Special. )— 
Because he was altogether too fresh with 
William Jennings Bryan when the orator was 
in Apn Arbor last week to deliver a lecture, 
Guy E. Marshand of Alliance, Ind, was 
mercilessly hazed by a party of fifty students 
late Saturday night. Among other torments 
meted out to him was the slipping one at a 
time of half a case of spoiled eggs down 
the back of his shirt and breaking them 
against his body. 

The punishment was brought about by one 
of the most amazing pieces of freshman 
nerve that ever has been exhibited in Mich! 
gan university. When Bryan lectured here 
it was arranged for him to attend a banquet 
given by the Ann Arbor democrats at the 
armory dowsztown after the lecture. A car- 
riage was ordered and Profs. Bogle and Bun- 
ker of the law department were delegated by 
the faculty and the Students’ Lecture asso- 
ciation to attend him from the lecture to the 
banquet hall. 

As Bryan completed his talk, Marshand, 
who had no official connection with the cere- 
mony, approached him, seized his arm, and 
rushed him to his carriage. He opened the 
door and climbed in after him, closed the 
door, and ordered the cabman to drive to the 
banquet hall. 

The two professors were more than mildly 
embarrassed when they saw their charge 
escape them. Only professorial dignity kept 
them within the boundaries of decorum. 
They climbed ignominiously on a street car 
and followed. At the banquet hall Marshand 
still maintained his mastery of the situation. 
He introduced Bryan to all the Ann Arbor 
leading democrats and many of his freshman 
friends.

LAWYERS’ VIEWS ON THEISSUES 


Great Majority Favor the Candidacy of 
Mr. -Busse and the Traction 
Ordinances. 


Tun Trisune’s efforts to secure from law- 
vers here and there a reflection of the sent!- 
ment of the legal profession of the city on the 
mayoralty and traction questions has 
brought forth numerous replies in addition 
to those published yesterday morning. Here 
are the latest answers, in great measure 
favoring Postmaster Busse and the ordi- 
nances: 

THOMAS MARSHALL, 1817 First Na- 
tional Bank building—The citizens of Chi- 
cago must decide whether Chicago, the im- 
perial city of the inland ‘sea, is to advance or 
recede. His decision. will be of controlling 
force for twenty years, and during these 
twenty years Chicago will becomie the great- 
est city in the world or will sink into decay 
and squalor. The elector must decide. 

What, then, is to be determined that ls of 
so fateful moment? It is not so much a ques- 
tion ef whether Busse, or Dunne, or Koop 
ls the mayor. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the city government will continue in some 
form or other in any event. The police will 
continue to exist; the fire department will 
respond to calls for its service, and the city 
‘hall probably will remain open. And it is 
not alone the traction question that is to be 
determined. The more vital question looming 
above the selection of men or the vote on trac- 


tion is, “ Shall Chicago grow greater or sink 


into decay?” ; 

And this la not putting the matter too 
strongly. We are at the turning point. 

In 1887 Chicago was a weakling, and in 1907 
we are to say what Chicago shall be in 19387. 
Che lives of the people are closely dependent 
upon traction facilities in a great city. Base 
and comfort in reaching daily places of oc- 
cupation is much to be desired by those who 
trade, but for employés it is not alone a de- 
sirable thing—it ie as vital to their welfare 
as the job or employment. It is a part of the 
means of living upon which the individual 
absolutely depends. 

To put these important adjunots of daily 
life into the hands of men who are not inter- 
ested in them beyond their duty as public 
officers ig to invite the same condition as to 
traction facilities in this community that 
preveils in every other department of the 
city. * 

A person need not be observing to realize 
that the pavements of our olty are in vile 
condition; that many of the sewers are oper- 
ating badly for lack of cleaning, or have 
fallen entirely into decay. We read every 
day of the dissension in the fire department, 
and about the lax methods in vogue in the 
police division of the government. Not long 
ago the commissioner of health, just prior 
to an epidemic, declined to do his clear duty 
under the ordinances because it was a de- 
fendant’s “ first offense.’"" And 30 it is in 
almost every office or department that can 
be named. Filth, decay, neglect, and idie- 
ness on every hand. 

And it is not a matter of finances. The 
general taxes, collected mainly from the own- 
ers of small homes and pieces of realty, have 
vastly increased in the last five years. The 
budget of the city has grown from something 
like $20,000,000 to nearly $50,000,000 within 
five years. The city has left no stone un- 
turned to gather together funds, constantly 


increasing license fees and costs. The com- 


plaint is abroad that the saloon increase, 
which went through because of the continued 
waves of crime and for increaesd police pro- 
tection, has been diverted from that laud- 
able channel. Many millions have been taken 
from the owners of realty for street im- 


provements, and we, the taxpayers, have, 


carried about as heavy a load as we ought 
to, and more than I think necessary; and 
what for? 

My answer: Rotten bridges, divekeeping 
bridgetendera, ruined city hall, stations and 
department houses in decay, pavements 
either in ruts or gone altogether, sewers 
stopped, and insufficient water supply. 

In none of these things has the city shown 
its ability or desire to give the highest possi- 
ble or even medium service. In each of them 
the citizen and taxpayer has an example not 
of promise but of practice. It will not dc 
to say that they will run the street cars differ 
ently. In all probability they would be worse 

If, then, Chicago is to be permitted to grow 
into the mighty community that seems possi 
ble, anything that makes for slow transpor 
tation, lack ef comfort and accommodatior 
must de etudiously put aside. The ple

Philadelphia, Pa., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Following the example of the Erie and the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
roads, the Pennsylvania railroad is about to 
countermand orders for improvements in 

- which the expenditure of $25,000,000 was in- 
volved. f * , 
“This action is the direct result of the 2 
cent passenger fare legislation nearing adop- 
tion in this state. It was for the same rea- 
son that the Erie held up orders for improve- 
ments involving $10,000,000 and the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford for improve- 
ments involving $20,000,000. There is a close 
connection between the Pennsylvania and 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
roads, and it is said that the decision con- 
cerning improvements was determined upon 
at a recent conference in New York at 
which a 10 per cent raise on freight was fixed. 


Statement Plea Against Law. 
In a statement issued today the Pennsyl-

* mnounicement as to holding up improvements. 


; This statement, which was issued on its face 
d a plea against the enactment of the 2 cent

Yoakum Blames the Railroads. 

New York, March 24.—[Special.}—Benja- 
min F. Yoakum, chairman of the Rock 
Island-Frisco boards, in an interview here 
today said:

Now these same 
‘men are pointing out how mild, conserva- 
tive, reasonable, and necessary that legis- 
lation was, and are appealing to that same 
administration to save them from the hostili- 
ty of the states.” 

Mr. Knapp recognizes the impertance of 
the conflict-of national and state regulation, 
which is one of the serious aspects Of the 
railroad situation. * 

“The. truth is,” he observed, after some 
reflection, Wall street does not seem able 
to understand that the whole of this country 
is not east of the Allegheny mountains. It 
has neither realized nor understood the sen- 
timent that prevails among the people, who 
really hold in their hands the policies and 
destiny of the United States. Ag I look at 
it, the plans and purposes of President 
Roosevelt, so far as they have found ex- 
pression in the enactment of last year, or 
may seek expression in further legislation, 
really are based upon clear comprehension 
of the public demands and a thoroughly 
sane conservatism. In other words, some 
measure of public corporate control—speak- 
ing, of course, with reference to the general 
principles, and not referring to the details— 
will prove the best if not the only safeguard 
against the preposterous proposal for gov- 
ernment ownership fer all our systems of 
transportation and all other schemes of un- 
disguised socialism. 


> 
Peril in States’ Hostility. 

“To my mind the most serious and dim 
cult phase of the situation, and the greatest 
menace to the needed development of our 
ratiroad systems, is the hostile attitude of 
the states. Serious trouble is likely to arise 
unless by some means tolerably harmonious 
action as between federal and state authori- 
tles can de brought about. Our internal 
commerce is in no sense localised. It is 
interlaced and interdependent from one end 
of the land to the other. For all political 
purposes a division of the country into 
states answers alike general and local needs. 
But with reference to commercial needs 
state lines are purely artificial distinctions. 

“ Manifestly guch control as the states 
may continue to exereise must be subordi- 


of the traffic, really aifects the whole opera- 
tion of the road, is in contravention of the 
power of congress under the constitution. 
“If a state law which limits passenger 
rates in a sparsely settled state to a maxi-

Favors Government Valuation Plan. 


Mr. Knapp tien turned to the question of 
the advisability of the government making an 
official valuation of railroad property.

* evidence of alarm at the proposition to have 
an official valuation of railroad properties 
under an act of congress. But I fail to see 
any ground of apprehension, If such a project 
should be carried out. Whether ag relating 
to a basis for determining what ch are 
reasonable or as relating to the control of 
future issue of securities, my own judgment 
is that such valuation would be in the interest 
of the railroads and those whose money is 
invested in their securities. 

First, I think we must accept what has 
been done without trying to undo it, and 
therefore I would not favor any legislation 
respecting the issue of securities or the valua- 
tion of properties which would in any way, 
directly or indirectly, attack the validity or 
affect the value of securities now outstand- 
ing. They should rest upon their merits and 
be regarded as distinctly excepted from the 
scope of the legislation upon the subject. 
All things considered, it is better to condone 
so far as need be the errors if not the rascal- 
ities of the past, but certainly we should 


prevent their repetition. 
Securities Must Not Be Cheapened. 


“There are two reasons why we should 
adopt this course. One is that these securi- 
ties, even if they do represent more or less 
water, are not in the hands of the men really 
responsible for the fictitious and unwarrant- 
able values, but have passed into the hands 
of honest investors, who have bought In good 
faith The other is that, as the country 
grows, and it is growing fast, each railroad 
system develops and its actual value, in 
practically all cases, will presently come to 
be the aggregate of ite securities, as has 
already occurred in most instances. 

o, instead of trying to punish, and if we 
succeed we would bring disaster and logs to 
the innocent, with all the demoraligation and 
uncertainty which any effort of that kind 
would produce, it would be much wiser. I 
think, to say: Well, let it go. The road 
will. grow to it, and we will be satisfied to 
prevent a recurrence of that sort of finan- 
clering in the future.“ 

“While railroad extension and improve 
ment should be encouraged by allowing 
those who invest their money to make a 
liberal return there should be some restraint 
upon the issue of securities and some official 
sanction when our highways are to be mort- 
gaged by stocks and bonds. I regard the 
common talk about the overcapitalization 
of railroade as wholly ignorant and mis- 
taken. I believe that in far more instances 
than the people suppose a fair valuation at 
this time would give figures exceeding tho 
present estimate.

KEEP INSANE UNDER WATER 
TO WASH AWAY MANIA GERMS. 


Innovation Will Be Introduced at Phila- 
Aelphia Almshouse—Health Director 
Explains Treatment. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 24.—Special.)— 
Treatment of the insane by water with the 
idea of washing away insdnity germs will 
be an innovation in the new quarters for the 


Insane at the Philadelphia almshouse, which 


will be opened. on Wednesday. Dr. Coply, 
director of the department of health, is con- 
dent of the success of the movement. 

The plant is designed primarily for the 
treatment of cases of acute mania by a s- 

tem of bathing by which the body of the 
. is kept completely submerged in 
running water for as long a time as is deemed 
necessary to effect a cure. The plant, in its 
present form, ie composed of a number of 
rooms. of which two are specially set aside 
for this kind of treatment, 

In each bathroom a hammock is arranged 
on which the patient’s body rests. Above are 
hot and cold water faucets. with a ther- 
mometer attached for gauging the temper- 
ature. There {s a special appliance for empty- 
ing the tub instantly. The water generally 
ig kept at a temperature of 100 degrees and is 
kept continually flowing. 

The patient remains in the hammock for a 
period varying from four to eight hours at a 
time. At the end of each period he is taken 
from the bath and placed on a cot, rubbed 
down, and allowed to rest for half an hour, 

He then is returned to the swinging ham- 
mock and immersed in water. The only pur- 
pose for which he is taken from the water is 
an oceasional rest. His meals are given to 
him in the bath,

‘USE, FAMINE” AS CLOAK. 


opposition Organizations Make 
capital of Suffering; United 
States Officials Warned? 


Washington, D. C., March 24\—The rpling 
dynasty in China is seriously alarmed ‘over 


the possibility of a general uprising on ac- 
| count of the famine. 


Advices to this effect 
have reached the state department from 


Shanghal. 


If there should be ‘iin uprising there is dan- 
ger that the government might not be able 
to control the situation. American and other 


| foreign interests then would be jeopardized. 


So great is the concern that diplomatic and 
consular officials in China have been in- 
structed to keep Washington advised in re- 
gard to the situation. 

The spread of famine through the coun 
try offers: an opportunity to seditionary 90- 
oletles to enlist converts to the cause di- 
rected against the government. 

The suffering,of the people is used as capi- 
tal, it is said, in that judicious assuaging 
of want places the persons given assistance 
under obligations to the societies. The gov- 


 ermment’s inability;to relieve suffering, it is 
| said, has been magnified‘ and the hardships 


of the people attributed to lack of sympathy 
by the govérnment tor the poor classes, . 


Viceroy Sees Danger. 

That the Chinese government recognizes 
the danger is shown by the fact that Viceroy 
Tuan Fang of Yanking has memorialised the 
throne for $1,000,000 to purchase Past Indian 
rice to feed his people. Undoubtedly this 
step was taken to offset the work that has 


| been done by the seditionary societies as well 


as to relieve the immediate suffering. In 
taking hig action the viceroy predicted a 
| general uprising in the famine stricken dia- 


| tricts unless prompt relief is provided, but 


he did not refer to the trouble that has been 
stirred up by the anti-government societies. 

An extra effort will be made in the United 
States to broaden the ecope of the movement 
to find relief for the Chinese, Already there 
have been large sums of money collected 
and dispatched to China to be used in the 
purchase of food, and in the near future the 
transport Buford will sail from San Fran- 
cisco with a shipload of provisions given by 
Louis Klopsch, editor of the Christian Herald. 


‘Other W Can Help. 
A general: movemént: throughout the cfvil- 
d world to aid the sufférers, it is believed. 
wit enable the, Chinese ‘government’ to 
strengthen its hands and possibly suppress 
uprisings. and riots, For the protection of 
foreigners in China the United States and 
European countries are prompted by self, as 
well as humanitarian interest, to come 
promptly to the assistance of the Celestial 
empire. 

That any movement which threatens the 
overthrow of the present dynasty in China 
gives alarm to the United States and every 
European nation which has interests and 
people in Chine is not denied. The life of 
every white person in China is believed by 
officiala of the state department to depend 
upon the continuance of the Chinese gov- 
ernment as it stands, the boxer uprising be- 
ing cited as an instance of what might re- 
sult if ‘the present government should be 


weakened.

Blood of Patient Is Strengthened to 
Such an Extent That Ravages of 
Tuberculosis Are Checked—Deaths 
from White Plague, It Is Asserted, 
Need Be Only Occasional Instead 
‘of Common—Gov. Guild’s Wife Is 
Benefited by Test. 


Boston, Mass. March 24.—[{Special.]—The 
experiments with vaccine inoculation as a 
remedy and cure for tuberculosis which have 
been made for some time past hy the pro- 
fessors of Tufts Medical school and the path- 
ological department of the Massachusetts 
General hospital have reached such a stage 
as to warrant the belief that hope can be 
held out to victimes of the great white plague. 

The investigations have been conducted 
with a view to obtaining a vaccine that will 
so strengthen the disease resisting proper- 
ties of the human blood that death from 
tuberculosis in any form shall be occasiona] 
instead of common. - 

Say Disease Is Curable. 

At the Massachusetts General hospital the 
pathological department has the experi- 
ments in charge, under the direction of Dr. 
James Homer Wright. There have been no 
megaphonic methods employed in their work 
or in their experiments. What they have 
achieved up to date has been so remarkable 
and so far reaching oh, Sect, and in the in- 
ferences which may drawn from the re- 
sults, that they have decided to make a 
public announcement that through vaccine 
e the cure of tuberculosis is pos- 
sible. 


Governor’s Wife Saved. 

In line with their experiments the pro- 
fessors state a cure was effected in the case 
of Mrs. Curtis Guild Jr., wife of Gov. Guild, 
through the use of vaccine in strengthening 
the blood at a time when her life was de- 
spaired of this winter, after complications 
had set in following a surgical operation for 
appendicitis.

WOODRUFF TALKS: 
WITH PRESIDENT 
Conference Is Held at White 


House, but Taft Boom

CORTELYOU THERE, TOO. 


Political Affairs in New York 
the Only Subject Broached, 
Chairman Says. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special. }— 
Timothy L. Woodruff of Brooklyn, chairman 
of the New York republican state committee, 
traveled to Washington today to have a 
talk with President Roosevelt about political 
matters in New York state. He was at the 
White house about an hour and a half and 
left on the midnight train. 

Before his departure Mr. Woodruff sald: 

Before I went to Europe the president 
asked me to come over to Washington for 
a talk with him about state matters, but I 
was on the point of leaving, and as the mat- 
ters to be talked over were not urgent the 
visit was deferred. As soon as I landed from 
the steamer the other day I wrote to the 
president informing him of my arrival and 
esking him when it would be convenient 
toseeme. He named tonight. 

“Of course we talked about politics, but 
the Taft boom was not mentioned: neither 
wae the presidential nomination alluded to 
in any way. I suggested to the president 
that it was now nearing the time when we 
should get ready for the campaign, and there 
was some talk of matters that were leftover 
from the last campaign.“ 

Was there anything said about campaign 
contributions?“ Mr. Woodruff was asked. 

No,“ he answered. There was just such 
a general talk about the coming campaign as 
you would imagine there would be in view of 
the fact that I had not seen the president 
for some time and politics was the matter 
under discussion.”’ 

Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou, for- 
mer chairman of the republican national 
committee, was present during the greater 
part of the interview between the president 
and Mr. Woodruff.

Mayor Dunne is not helping himself by 
deserting his office during the working 
hours of the day to speak at political 
meetings. In his speeches he defends his 
administration, but his presence at meet- 
ings when he ought to be hard at work in 
his office is evidence that his administra- 
tion is not good for much. The finance 
committee has recommended that several 
thousand dollars be added to the mayor's 
salary. A mayor who attended to busi- 
ress would be worth the larger sum, but 
a mayor who takes several weeks off be- 
fore election time would not deserve an 
increase: 

Mr. Busse is attending to business. Al- 
though unable to leave his room, he has 


(been keeping up his postoffice work, even 


though his doctor thought it unwise for 
him to do so. His political interests he 
has considered of secondary importance, 
and has looked after them only whea 
other matters had been disposed of. If 
Mr. Busse had met with no crippling ac- 
cident he would not have acted differently.

In persecuting the Jews. whom they are 
able to reach they wreak their spite 
against the landed proprietor who is out 


of their reach. 


The treaty ot Berlin, 1878, recognized 
the independence of Roumania on condi- 
tion that religious freedom be granted. 
The Roumanian government, which had 
refused rights of citizenship to Jews, con- 
formed to the treaty’ by passing a law 
abolishing the religious test. But as the 
Jews already in the country were not citi- 
zens they came under the provisions of 
another law by which aliens not under 
foreign protection can be naturalized only 
by special act of parliament in each in- 
dividual case. In 1879 883 Jews who 
had fought in the war against Turkey 
were naturalized. In the following twen- 
ty-one years eighty-five more Jews were 
naturalized, of whom twenty-seven died 
jn the interval. Out of the 250,000 Jews 
in the kingdom less than 1 per cent are 
regarded as citizens, They have to per- 
form military service under the law, 
which renders every male resident in the 
kingdom liable unless he is a citizen of 
some other state. 

In the forty-one years of King Charles’ 
reign fifty laws directed against Jews have 
been passed, culminating in that of March 
16, 1902, forbidding aliens to carry on any 
trade except upon authorization granted to 


‘those who could produce a foreign pass- 


port. This was the law which called 
forth Secretary Hay's protest. Other laws 
forbid Jews to be pharmacists, peddlers 
in rural districts, dealers in tobacco or 
liquors, railway employés, customs agents, 
rural police, or army doctors. They can- 
not form a majority of the directors of a 
corporation, or be directors or auditors of 
the national bank. They can be admitted 
to free public hospitals only on payment 
of fees and then in limited numbers. Jew- 
ish children cannot be more than 5% per 
cent of the membership of a public school 
and must pay fees from which other chil- 
dren are exempt. Jewish private schools 
must be open on Saturday and closed on 
Sunday. Jews may not live on farms or 
enter agricultural schools. None of these 
laws are directed against Jews by that 
name, but the provisions indicated apply 
to no other clasé of people. a 

The government of Roumania must 
suppress disorders or run the risk of for- 
eign interference, but its own record has 
not been such as to awaken in the mind 
of the peasants respect for the Jew. 


PLAYGROUNDS FOR CHILDREN. 

The Commercial club deserves particu- 
lar commendation for its generous act in 
furnishing the funds needed for the pur- 
chase of several lots on the northwest side 
which are to be used by the city for a 
playground. It would have been a misfor- 
tune had lack of available money com- 
pelled the abandonment of the ground by 
the city after it had been used for the 
children during several years. Consider. 
ing the amount of good which will result 
from the club’s outlay, the incident is sug- 
gestive to other organisations which are 
looking for opportunities of usefulness. 

The interest in these city playgrounds 
has developed to a remarkable degree 
within recent years in all parts of the 
country where there are problems of recre- 
ation in congested districts. Besides min- 
istering to the natural desire of children 
for opportunities of enjoyment, the play- 
grounds have a distinct value because of 
the safety which they afford. When chil- 
dren have to play in the streets or alleys 
they are in constant danger. The chance

But the grand duke 
is at daggere drawn with his uncle, Duke 
John Albert, who was regent of the grand 
duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwerin during his 
long minority. The regency was cheracter- 
ized by no end of bad blood between Duke 
John Albert and his sister-in-law, the wid- 
owed grand duchess, and he ended by vir- 
tually barring her from the dominions of her 
von until the latter attained his majority. 
It is hardly necessary to add that the grand 
duke and his sisters, who include the crown 
princess of Germany and the crown princess 
of Denmark, sided with their mother against 
their uncle. 
~~ 5 
Duke John Albert while still regent fell 
foul of the present kaiser in connection with 
a public speech which he delivered, express- 
ing sympathy for the Boers in their war with 
Great Britain, and likewise his opinion that 
the time had come for Europe to exact from 
England a settlement of the Egyptian prob- 
lem by withdrawing from the land of the 


Nile. 
When this was brought to Emperor Will- 


strance to the regent for making such indis- 
creet remarks, explaining that he called him 
to account not so much in his capacity as 
regent of the grand duchy as in that ofa 
general in the German and in the Prussian 
army. 

As regents or sovereigns, the various rulers 
of the states comprised in the federation 
known as the German empire are the ellies 
and theoretically the equals of the kaiser; 
but as officers of the German army, in which 
they all of them hold commissions, they are 
his subordinates, and accountable to him as 
commander in chief not merely for their mili- 
tary but likewise their personal conduct. 

e It may be remembered in this connection 
that the old grand duke of Hesse, although 
an independent German sovereign, secured 
legal annulment of his marriage to Mme. de 
Kalomine on the ground that as holding the 
rank of German general he had failed to 
comply with the regulations which demand 
that a marriage contracted by any officer, in 
order to be legal, should be sanctioned by 
his commanding officer, and that the grand 
duke, as general, had neglected to obtain the 
sanction of his commanding officer and gen- 
eralissimo, the old emperor, to the union. 
Duke John Albert has been one of the mov- 
ing spirits of the Colonial Society of Ger- 
many, and it is this perhaps that has had 
something to do with his unfriendliness to- 
ward Great Britain, which is manifested on 
many occasions. 

— 

That the duke is an able administrator no- 
body can deny. He has shown it in many 
ways. He is possessed likewise of some for- 
tune. But his political principles scarcely 
can be described as liberal or progressive. 
For when he assumed the regency of the 
grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, after 
the mysterious suicide of his elder brother 
in the south of France, he used the follow- 
ing words in his proclamation: 

We look for absolute loyalty and blind 
obedience in every possible particular, as is 
only right and fit on the part of subjects, 
vassals, and servants toward the master of 
their land and of their person.“ 

A previous sentence goes to show that it is 
the territorial aristocracy who are meant by 
the terms “ vassals " and “ subjects,”” while 
the qualification of “ servants’’ is reserved 
for the merchants, manufacturers, profes- 
sional] men, and peasantry, and, in one word, 
for all the middle and lower classes, exactly 
as in the middle ages they were looked upon 
as mere serfs and cattle and treated as such. 

Duke John Albert is married to Princess 
Elizabeth of Saxe- Weimar, who ig in the line 
of succession to the throne of the Nether- 
lands, and is merely @ half brother of Prince 
Henry ot the Netherlands and of the grand 
duchy of Oldenberg.

nd | Recital by Francis Rogers. 


Francis Rogers, a New York baritone, who 
enjoys a Hberal measure of public popularity. 
in his residence city and is especially favored 
dy the social circles there, gave a gong recital 
in Music hall yesterday afternoon. He had 
been heard here before, at private musicals, 
but yesterday was the firat time the general 
concert going public had had opportunity to 
judge of his gifts and acquired abilities. The 
program presented was a lengthy but at- 
tractive one. It served to show that Mr. 
Rogers is a vocalist equipped with a baritone 
voice of ample range and volume, of healthy, 
manly, sound quality, of agreeable timbre, 
and uneommonly well schooled. He sings 
easily, smoothly, accurately, and intelligent- 
ly.” His full voice is steady and resonant, and 
his mezza voce particularly pure, eweet, and 
reliable. Occasionally yesterday there were 
moments when the emission of certain tones 
seemed just a little strained, and “ clutched "’ 
by the throat, but these were comparatively 
few and quickly passed. As a rule, Mr. 
Rogers sings uncommonly well and his work 
becomes enjoyable therefore beyond the 
average. 

— 


Vocally the entire recital was a source of 
genuine enjoyment. Interpretatively it was 
also satisfactory, save in a single respect, but 
this an important one. The program which 
Mr. Rogers had put together contained in- 
teresting and representative selections from 
the old English and old Italian arias, the 
German lied, and modern French, Italian, 
English, and American songs. Al of these 
were intelligently and effectively interpreted 
with the exception of those belonging to the 
German lied class. Schubert's Der Wan- 
derer,“ Bungert’s “Sandtraeger,” and 
Brahms’ Von Ewiger Liebe were the 
numbers of the afternoon which tell short 
of the artistic and interpretative standard 
the singer otherwise maintained. They were 
not badly done, but the depth and full mean- 
ing of their poetic contents were not fully 
disclosed. The words were as clearly and 
accurately enunciated as were those of the 
other songs—Mr. Rogers’ clear enunciation 
is by no means the least of his vocal virtues 
—but the true spirit of the songs seemed to 
elude the recitalist. The Schubert Wan- 
derer lacked the note of poignant grief and 
longing that belongs to it, there was little of 
the tragic pathos that is contained in the 
Bungert lied, and the Brahms was vocally as 
well as interpretatively the poorest achieve- 
ment of the afternoon. The other selections 
by German composers—the two Schumann 
“ Venetian Songs,” and Loewe’s attractive 
ballade, “Bir Oluf —were satisfactorily 
given, the unusually deliberate tempo taken 
in the second of the gondola songs being open 
to exception only on the basis of personal 
preference. As for the Liszt ‘‘ Liebestraum,” 
it is a poorly made facture, which is inex- 
cusably bad, no matter in what light it be 
viewed—musically, poetically, or vocally.

The aria group brought to hearing a finely 
smooth and finished rendition of Secchi’s 
„Love Me or Not,“ of two interesting selec- 
tions from operas by Purcell, and the beau- 
tiful Haydn setting of She Never Told Her 
Love,” which was admirably sung. Hess 
“ Dis-moi and Johns“ Les Deux Amours”’ 
showed the singer's command of the French 
language and style; Kaun's The Victor” 
was given with good dramatic understanding 
and effect, and Rogers Changing Love 
and Cowen' ses Onaway Awake were among 
the best things in the final group. Miss Scheib 
was at the plano and it was a pleasure again 
to hear accompaniment of such excellence 


as she supplies.

THE ROUMANIAN RIOTS. 

That part of Roumania which is at 
Present in a state of insurrection is the 
northern portion of Moldavia, lying be- 
tween the Carpathian mountains and the 
river Pruth, a region about one hundred 
by one hundred and fifty miles in extent. 
The center of the disturbed district is 
Jassy, the second city in Roumania, with 
a population of about 80,000. The whole 
population of this district is about 800,000, 

While the uprising is taking the form 
of a persecution of the Jews which the 
government says it is trying to stop, two 
other features of the case must be taken 
into consideration: the fact that the dim- 
culty is largely an agrarian rather than a 
religious question, and the fact that the 
government fs responsible for vexatious 
legislation extending over the whole period 
of King Charles’ reign and intended to 
mark the Jew as an undesirable allen. 

The population of Roumania is about 
6,000,000. More than 81 per cent le rural. 
In the whole kingdom only 1,772 people 
were engaged in building at the time of 
the last census, and all the trades together 
employed about one-tenth as many pedple 
as the heads of families (not counting 
laborers) engaged in farming. The people 
are illiterate. In 1899 78 per cent of the 
population over 7 years of age could not 


read. The ratio of births to deaths is

With just a 
littl effort and a comparatively small 
outlay many of these idle tracts might be 
converted into fairly well equipped play- 
grounds without in the least affecting tlie 
value of the property when needed for 
commercial or residence purposes. 

So much enthusiasm has been aroused 
in this commendable philanthropic work 
that it is announced that a sort of na- 
tional convention will be held here in June 
next at which representative speakers 
from other parts of the country will be 
present to consider ways and means for 
making more effective efforts to secure the 
desired results. A healthy and happy 
childhood means much for the future

ernment and legislature of Brunswick would 
have been led to elect not a new regent but 
a new dynasty to rule over them This has 
been discovered to be beyond their consti- 
tutional powers. Nor was it desired by the 
other federal states of Germany. For it 
would have created a dangerous precedent if 
the principle had been admitted that the 
wishes of the people with regard to the selec- 
tion of a sovereign were superior to the he- 
reditary rights of the dynasty, 

If Duke John Albert has been chosen as 
regent instead of as sovereign duke it is by 
virtue of the clause in the constitution of 
Brunswick, and in fact of every other Ger- 
man state, according to which if the right- 
ful heir or owner of the throne is prevented 
for one reason or another from occupying it 
a regent shall be elected in his place by the 
legislature of the state in question. The 
duke of Cumberland, who ie de jure duke of 
Brunswick, and the chief of the historic 
house of Guelph-d’ Este, and his sons, are pre- 
vented from assuming possession of the 
throne of Brunswick owing to their inability 
to come to an understanding with the king- 
dom of Prussia on the subject of their pro- 
tensions to their former kingdom of Hanover, 
now a province of Prussia. 

— 


With regard to the extraordinary proclama- 
tion addressed by Duke John Albert to the 
people of Mecklenburg, and which I have 
quoted above, it may be stated that his 
nephew, the young grand duke, bas inaugu- 
rated a more liberal era into his government, 
codperating in the matter with his kinsman 
and neighbor, the grand duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz. Until now these grand duchies 
alone in Europe have remained without a 
popular form of government, the bourgeoisie, 
the Uberal professions, and the masses being 
debarred from any voice in the affairs of 
state. Since the czar has granted to Russia 
a legislative form of government in the form 
of the duma, the two grand duchies of Meck- 
lenburg remain quite alone in this respect. 
For even Turkey has a national legisiature. 
The only trouble is that it exists on paper, 
and is never summoned by the sultan.

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CITY’S DEATH RATE INCREASES. 


Sixteen More People Die in Last Week 
than in Seven Days Preceding 
; / March 17. 


-Chicago’s death rate was increased last 
week by sixteen deaths, making @ total of 
700 tor the week, according to the health de- 
partment bulletin. The week preceding the 
annual rate was 16.92 per 1,000 of population, 
as against 17.29 last week. 

The first death due to smallpox since Sep- 
tember, 1905, was found by the health depart- 
ment. It was that of a child under the care 
of a pitysician who had diagnosed the case 
as measles. 

The bulletin says that, while there is a big 
inerease in the number of cases of smalipox 
in the territory about Chicago, there is no 
cause for a scare in the City.

Uncertainty as to Present Conditions 
and Subsequent Developments in 
Southwest Prompt. Caution in the 
Pit—Kansas Advices Are Contra- 
aictory—Corn and Oats React: from 


visions Have Had Enough Break.

Last week's wheat market was nervous 
and flighty in its course, covering a range 
of about 1%c and closing a bare shade over 
the final quotations of the preceding week. 
A feature of the operations was the estab- 
lishing of a new low mark for the May, 
which was driven off to 7450, or %c under 
the previous bottom price for the crop year. 


News offerings were sufficiently mixed to 


curb marked aggressiveness on both sides, 
not even the more daring traders, though 
apparently convinced of the soundness of 
their position, being willing to engage ip 
much more than rather snappy scalping at 
times. The week end quotations were 75%@ 


Tee for May, TGT for July, and 78@ 
78½0 for September. 

To ͤ use the words of a leading trader, the 
general market was a market based more 
on fears than on anything of.a definite char- 
acter.’” Foremost among the influencing 
factors were the reports as to the condition 
‘and progress of the winter wheat crop in the 
southwest, whence came advices of all de- 
scriptions—a mess indicating that the 
“ green bugs had made the outlook in Okle- 
homa and Texas extremely gloomy and that 
the banner state of Kansas. was in jeopardy, 
and a mass quite to the contrary. The un- 
certainty in the minds of the traders kept 
the market nervous and uneasy throughout 
em period. 

Early Reports Are Reassuring. 

The earlier sessions displayed consider- 
able weakness, selling being indulged in 
freely on the declaration by recognized au- 
thorities that the reports of pronounced dam 
age from “green dug invasion had been 
grossly exaggerated, that, while the ‘ bug” 
was present, it had not dimmed the pros- 
pects of satisfactory yields in the more im- 
portant sections of the southwest. Much 
long wheat was unloaded by discouraged 
holders, and this pressure prompted scattered 
shorts to heavy selling—selling which in 
later sessions appeared to have been over- 
done. Unseasonably hot weather in Oklaho- 
ma, with dryness and high winds, aroused 
some apprehension among the more timid 
shorts, and sufficient buying developed to 
give prices.a lift. Bulls attach much sig- 
nificance to the unusual weather conditions 
in the southwest, holding that they must 
be unfavorable to the advancément of the 
growing plant. They also pointed to the high 
winds as an agency for the spreading ot the 
“green bugs.” 

There were many in the trade who believed 
that the bug scare had lost its force, but 
the whole trade kept ite eyes on Kansas, 
from where a world of conflicting advices 
emanated. Men high in the estimation of 
traders declared that the outlook in the 
Sunfiower state never was brighter, but 
other men whose word is given weight saw 
danger ahead as a result of the plenteous 
presence of the bug in “the lower tier of 


counties. 
Sees Only a Scalping Market. 

1 do not think present conditions warrant 
much of a move in either direction, said a 
man who at the moment is not active in 
wheat trading. “It is largely a bug and 
weather market at the moment, and until 
something more definite is learned neither 
bull nor bear is justified in making a big 
play. There is argument of strength for each 
side. If crop scares of the right sort de- 
velop I believe that the market is in a posi- 
tion to give good response to buying. On 
the other hand, with the heavy stocks here 
and in other parts of the country, and with ex- 
port business disappointingly light, the bears 
have much to be offset by the price defend- 
ers. Considerable interest is being shown 
in crop conditions abroad, and®advices re- 
cently received from Germany, France, and 
other parts of Burope have not been of tne 
rosiest sort. Russian shiprrfents are show- 
ing some signs of falling off, but the move- 
ment from Argentina keeps up to the sur- 
prise of every one, especialy to the sfirprise 
of those who had been looking for a big fall- 
ing off in the shipments. Under existing 
conditions I look for a scalping market, with 
prices fluttering about, but not making much 
headway in either direction.” 


Pressure on Corn Subsides, 


The early sessions in the corn market wit- 
nessed big pressure from big longs. Prices 
were given a hard bump, but when this sort 
of pressure subsided there was a reaction, 
the market recovering losses and finally 
working to advances over the closing quota- 
tions of the preceding week. Some selling 
was on the expectation that a reported 
improvement in the car situation would re- 
sult in a heavier movement from the coun- 
try, but the mild weather gave birth to some 
bullish effort on the belief that farmers 
would be too busy to haul freely to the sta- 
tions. The mild weather made shippers un- 
willing to handle the grain, and considerabje 
weakness developed at the cash tables. The 
car situation east continued deplorable, and 
easterners did not show much interest in the 
market. To some in the trade it seems that 
the big bull interests here are planning to 
take advantage of the comparatively small 
local holdings of contract stuff. The short 
interest is considerably larger than is gen- 
erally supposed.“ said a pit sleuth, “ and if 
the big fellows play their cards right they 
can cause a great deal of unrest between now 
and delivery day, with the consequent stif- 
fening of prices. I believe that the nearby 
month is in a good position, and if I were to 
go short I would pick out one of the deferred 
months.“ 


Oats Cover Broad Range. 


Considerable interest was shown in the 
oats market, which covered a broad range. 
The earlier sessions witnessed continued 
pressure from big longs, and their selling 
prompted unloading the smaller holders 
and a good deal of selling by scattered shorts, 
As the week progressed, however, the bulls 
shifted their tack, ying where they had 
sold.

HUGHES’ UTILITIES BILL 
CHARACTERIZED AS MENACE. 


Attorney General of New York Writes 
Democratic Assemblyman That Meas- 
ure Urged Is Unconstitutional. 


ALBANY, N. T., March 24.—[Special.]-—-At- 
torney General Jackson has written a letter 
to Assemblyman H. R. Glynn of Rochester 
in answer to a request for his views regard- 
ing Gov. Hughes’ public utilities bill. 

Not only does the attorney general Insist 
that the bill is unconstitutional, but he de- 
clares that no democratic member in the 
legislature should stand for any bill which 
does not provide for a single state commis- 
sion of five members to be elected by the 
people. 

Mr. Jackson urges that Gov. Hughes should 
not be empowered to appoint a separate 
commission for New York City. In his let- 
ter to Assemblyman Glynn, the attorney 
general says: 

This bill has been assumed by people and 
press to be in accord with the recommenda- 
tions the governor and with the public 
demand, but in many respects it falls far 
short of this and is open to most serious 
objections. Great as is the urgency for re- 
form, the magnitude of the proposition is 
such as to make full consideration and 
proper amendment imperative. 

“The good features of the proposed bill 
are copied almost literally from the United 
States interstate commerce act. These are 
supplemented by present New York state 
legislation, good and bad, regarding the gas 
and electricity commiseions. The other good 
features of the United States interstate 
commerce act are rejected and in their place 
are substituted features bad in principle and 
unconstitutional. The present state com- 
missions are merged and redivided upon 
merely geographical lines, in which process 
the proposed reténactment of the present pro- 
visions would be utterly inapplicahle, unjust, 
and unconstitutional.. The powers of the 
commission for the enforcement of their or- 
ders are properly enlarged and penalties pro- 
vided. 

The proposed bill violates the principles 
of home rule for municipalities. It subjects 
municipalities to the same control, visitortal 
and inquisitorial action of commissions as it 
Goes corporations and individuals, and fixes 
penalties upon municipalities for failure to 
comply with the commission's orders. 

“It prohibits any city, town, or village of 
the state from estabHshing and operating a 
plant for the production and distribution of 
gas or electricity for the benefit of its in- 
habitants, without the consent of the state 
commission. 

“It denies the right of municipalities to 
prevent monopoly by admitting competing 
plants or operating their own plants. 

“This is usurpation by the state of the 
proper powers of a municipality, and is inde- 
fensible interference by the central govern- 
ment with the right of the people to govern 
themselves.“

United Kingdom Alone Buys More than 
60 Per Cent of America’s Ex- 
ports in Last Year. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—The total 
exportations of meats, dairy products, and 
food animals from the United States last 
year aggregated over $250,000,000 in value, 
according to a statement issued today by the 
bureau of statistics of the department of 
commerce and labor. This represents an in- 
crease of 45 per cent during the decade 1896 
to 1906. 

More than 60 per cent of last year’g exports 
went to the united kingdom. Even this large 
percentage, however, is less than that of a 
decade ago, when Great Britain took more 
than 70 per cent of American exports.

The 
general expression is, It will be 4a good 
thing. We have been going too fast. It 
should be a good thing if at the same time 
the crops continue good as they have in the 
last nine years. Dull business, plus crop 
failures, would make a fundamentally un- 
desirable situation. 

The market for securities still shows a 
large degree of nervousness. Although de- 
clines in some standard stocks were lower 
last week than in 1908, when there was a 
slow-up in business, still the drop this 
time has come so Quickly that there seems 
room yet for further halting and lower 
prices.

Unless Deficit of $2,000, Is Raised Be- 
fore Wednesday Night Teachers 
Will Be Discharged. 


Zion City will face this week another crisis 
in its fortunes as a village. At the meeting 
held yesterday afternoon in Zion tabernacle 
Overseer H. D. Brasefjeld announced that 
unless $2,000 can be sed by subscription 
before Wednesday night.to meet a deficit 
in the school funds every school in the town 
Will de summarily closed.

It 
ig expected that the school gystem will be 
turned overynext year to the state of Illinois. 
Hitherto it has been operated entirely by the 
church.
